A n attem pt to pull the head from the 
w ater revealed the fact that sm all stakes 
had been driven into the sand an m n I it, 
and wires had been stretched across the 
face and fastened to the stakes in such a 
m anner as to hold it down. 
A fter consid­ 
erable effort the head w as released from 
the wires, an I it was taken to the bank. 
It had been separated front the body near 
th e shoulders, and 
was alm ost devoid of 
flesh. 
E noug h 
remained, 
however, 
to 
sh o w that the head had been in the water 
but a short tim e, us the flesh hud not be- 
c mie putrid, and threw off but little odor 
after lieing ex posed to the air. 
Tli« * R em ainder o f th e Body Found. 
R eturning to the stream the lads con­ 
tin u ed their ex plorations in the sand bar 
and soon discovered the chest and arms, 
from which the flesh had also been eaten 
by fish. 
T his part of the body had been 
separated from the low er ex trem ities jtret 
above the hips, and the latter were found 
a short distance aw ay, also partly buried 
in the sand, and with tin most of the flesh 
g one. Around each of these separati part 
a num ber of stakes had been driven deep 
into the sand, and wires n!s > stretched U 
tw een them, so as to keep the remains 
from rising in the water.

The indications were that, after deposit 
in g the parts of the body in the water, 
covering s of sand w re put upon them and 
then the stakes were driven into the lied 
of the creek 
and the

n< ross. 
The hair had nearly all been 
washer! off by the action of the water, tin 
lie!i had preyed upon the flesh from the up­ 
per part and only tin* >ide next to t lie hank 
of the creek was untouched. 
W hen t he 
parts of the body were placed tog ether 
upon the bank th ey show ed that the man, 
in life, had been about five feet rum inches 
tall, and w eig hed about Iso or 190 pounds. 
There was no cloth ing or an yth in g near to 
indicate that the body was clothed when 
taken to the creek, and the parties who 
placed it there left no clue as far as couht 
bo discovered. 
The Coroner's Opinion. 
Coron« r W ag ner visited the scene before 
the remains were t .ken to the morg ue, but 
w as able to m ake only a cursory ex am i­ 
nation, ow ing to the lateness of the hour. 
H .• ex pressed the opinion, however, that 
the body had been in the sand several 
w eeks, and, thoug h it m ig ht correspond in 
heig ht and weig ht very closely to ('lines’, 
he did not thin k it could 
possibly have 
b< en placed there as late as ten days ago. 
* I have no doubt that a m urder 
lias been 
com m itted, and that this method was 
taken to conceal the crim e,” said he, “ but 
J know too little now to vent ure an opinion 
as to the tim e or circum stances « ’tending 
it. 
T he body w as evidently broug ht here 
in a nude condition, and doubtless in sep­ 
arate parts, as it was found.
